REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

11. ^ The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

1 . Applicant argues that introduction of carbazole ring in polyimide does not produce any benefits other than ones of basic 
polvamides. Examiner disagrees. Kawada teaches specific advantages, such as workability and inexpensiveness. This direct 
statement from the reference is sufficient to motivite an artisan in introducing of a carbasole ring. to the polyimide structure. 2. 
Applicant argues that there is no motivation to use two polvamic acids in Sawahara. However, Sawahara is a primary reference, 
which explicitely teaches such composition. Therefore, no motivation required to use two polyamic acids together. 3. Regarding 
rejection under 35 USC 112(2), Applicant arguers that Examiner incorrectly interpreted claim language. Examiner agrees with 
Applicant's arguments and rejection under 35 USC 1 1 2(2) is withdrawn..
